WHAT SHOULD BE DONE 

Spokesmen representing taxpayers’ associa- 
tions gave the city council some excellent advice 
at the last meeting. The recommendations may 
be tabulated as follows: 

1, Set the tax rate provisionally at 50 mills; 

2. Get out the tax notices early in the new 
year; 

3. Offer suitable discounts to encourage 
payment in monthly instalments, and for pre- 
payment. 

If council will just accept those recom- 
mendations it will not go far wrong so far as 
finances are concerned. It might profitably add 
a fourth: Reduce penalties or cancel them 
altogether and thus encourage the payment of 
tax arrears. 

Along these [ines council can give the city’s 
business a year of safe, sane, and satisfactory 


management. 
DROUGHT FIGHTING 
Some real reclamation work is to be 
started in the dried out areas of the west, 


according to Ottawa despatches. At the last 
session of parliament Hon. Robert Weir took 
authority to carry out some experiments or 
demonstrations to show that reclamation is 
possible. But his plans called only for the 
selection of small areas scattered over the dry 
belt, where stream-damming and tree- plant- 
ing would be done, rather as a means of testing 
or showing what could be done than with a 
view to producing actual resuits. 

His successor evidently is content to take the 
evidence of experiments elsewhere and the 
word of engineers that reclamation is a thing 
possible of achievement, and start operations on 
a scale large enough to be of practical im- 
portance, So far as the west is concerned there 
will be nothing but approval of this courag- 
eous course, and the more actively the opera- 
tions are carried on the stronger the approval 
will be. 

The dry belt has paid many times over 
any amount of m y that can be required to 
create forest areas and shelter belts at suitable 
places, and lakes where that can be done. As 
between remaking the country and moving its 
population out, there is no question whi s the 
best policy; and in the long run that is the 
choice. 


UP TO THE LEGISLATORS 

The Dominion-provincial conference was 
not a legislative body, an executive body. 
It literally had no power do anything— 
except to make recommendations to the Domin- 
ion parliament and the provincial legislatures. 

What will really result from the gathering 
cannot therefore be known for three or four 
months—unti! parliament and the legislatures 
have met and decided whether, how far and 
how fast, these dations are to ve 
carried into effect. 

That the conference was composed of the 
ten Premiers and some their cabinet col- 
leagues is assurance these recommenda- 
tions will be put before the legislating bodies

with the backing of the cabinets. out § it is not 
assurance that they will be acted upon in the 
way suggested, or to the degree proposed—o; 


to no greater degree 

These questions the legislative bodies will 
have to decide for themselves, and until they 
have decided, the reports of the conference 
committees are nothing more than a series 
proposals which msay—and may not—be imple- 
mented in law and fact. The resolutions are not 
yet laws, nor even accepted policies. 

It is with these bodies that the responsibil- 
ity rests for what will come of the conference 
We are still under parliamentary government 
in Canada. The elected members of parliament 


of 


and of the legislatures are the men who will 
decide whether the conference is to mark the 
beginning of real reconstructive effort, or 
whether the leadership and direction there 
given are to fai! of results. 

THEY CHARTED A COURSE 

The delegates at Ottewa did not exceed the 
speed limit in reconstructive radicalism. Quite 


the contrary. Their proposals are a good dea) 
less drastic then were hoped for by a very con- 
siderable section of the Canadian people who 
do not admit any inclination to revolutionary 
tendencies. 

The program suggested by the conference 
undoubtedly represents the minimum, rather 
than the maximum, in the way of reform and 
reform demand. Taken as @ whole the pro- 
posals are well within the limits that would be 
approved by the average elector, He would

probably in many directions go far beyond 
them. 

On some of the questios® @ealt with the 
conference did not go as far as certain of the 
Governments were instructed to go by the 
voters, and are pledged to go by their election 
platforms. On no question did the delegates 
leave themselves open to a charge of placing 
too radical an interpretation upon known public 
opinion, and on some they fell far short of 
that mark. On a few matters of grave im- 
portance they were silent. 

But making all allowances in this respect, 
the conference did do one thifg; it charted a 
course, and charted it in the right direction. 
That is more than has been done by any 
nationally representative gathering since the 
times of trouble came upon the country. 
Hitherto there has been no such thing as a 
national recovery program, good, bad, or indif- 
ferent; we have simply drifted, and naturglly 
drifted from bad to worse. ; 

At least Canadians know now some things 
their Governments intend trying to do to liqui- 
date the damages of unchecked deflation and 
give the nation a chance to work its way back 
to better times. If some desirable items have 
been left off the program, and some items on 
it have been framed in less sweeping terms than 
many would employ, at least it is a program— 
sanctioned by federal and provincial leaders, 
about which we as a people can rally for con- 
certed action.

Cystitis 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Cystitis, or bladder inflammation may occur 
in both an acute and a chronic form and is 
equally common among both sexes. Beyond any 
question of a doubt, many patients who believe 
they have kidney weakness and who have not 
yet received a confirmation of kidney trouble 
by examination, are really 
suffering from bladder irri- 
tation. 

The surprising fact about 
cystitis is that frequently the 
discomfort will be reflexed to 
the back, appearing as a 
backache. Very often the 
patient will not have the 
slightest reason to suspect 
that the bladder is the true 
source of the aching sensa- 
tion. It has been my exper- 
ience that inflammation of the bladder is a 
constant source of discomfort in the lower back, 
and chronic inflammation of the bladder may 
induce a noticeable back pain without any 
marked symptoms in the bladder itself. 

The bladder is a small sac, in which the 
liquid waste secreted by the kidneys is stored. 
The organ is lined with mucous membrane and 
when the fluid which it contains is over-loaded 
with toxic material, the delicate membrane may 
become irritated and inflamed. The inflamma- 
tion may be restricted to certain local areas in 
the bladder or it may be a general inflamma- 
tion. 

There are three principal causes of bladder 
inflammation. These are chemical causes, bac- 
terial causes and mechanical causes. By chem- 
ical causes is meant an irritation of the bladder 
wall due to chemical substances and such irri- 
tation may be produced through over-indul- 
gence in alcoholic beverages, through using 
highly spiced foods, through taking certain 
drugs, and through using garlic and onions,

| which contain irritating substances which must 


be eliminated by way of the bladder. 

Bacterial infection which is so commonly 
associated with bladder inflammation may 
reach the bladder as an extension from some 
other part of the body. It must be remembered 
that the fluid ordinarily held in the bladder is 
sterile; however, in those cases where there is 
produced an interference with the out-flow of 
fluid, the liquid will be kept in the bladder for 
too long a time and such interference and reten- 
tion favor decomposition and the subsequent 
thriving of bacteria. 

The most important mechanical cause of 
cystitis is prolapsus, the pressure of the pro- 
lapsed or fallen organs being sufficient to cause 
a mechanical irritation of the bladder. 

The symptoms of cystitis are variable and 
it is possible for a chrcenic low-grade chronic 
cystitis to be present for a considerable period 


of time without causing the patient to undergo- | 


noticeable distress. In addition to the symptom 
of backache, the patient may describe a burn- 
ing sensation in the bladder itself, or may men- 
tion that bladder discomfort awakens him dur- 
ing the night. 

The diagnosis of cystitis is partially con- 
firmed by making a !aboratory test of the 
kidney elimination. It is also necessary to make 
a careful study of the patient’s symptoms and 
prolonged questicning may be required to elicit 
yall of the details which are important.

We who live on a peaceful continent and 
read of Italian crowds cheering Mussolini and 
clamoring for war with Britain, need to re- 
member that the Italian people are victims of 
a stifled press. 

Sinclair Lewis has a new book with the 
arresting title “It couldn't 
happen here.” It’s intended 
to show that what is happen- 
ing in Europe could happen 
here. But the first step would 
be to muzzle the press. 

There are 485,000,000 mil- 
lion people in Europe and 
315,000,000 of them are living 
under dictatorships, based on 
the idea expressed in Hitler's 
“Mein Kampf” that a press 
hostile to the all-righteous 
and all-knowing state is an absurdity not to be 
tolerated. 

A sample of the instruction that come from 
aloft is disclosed by the Italian paper “La 
Stampa Libera” (The Free Press) published in 
New York. It is anti-Fascist in policy, but 
asserts that its translation of the Italian cen- 
sor’s instructions is without bias. 

Instructions to the Italian papers include 
orders that the exploits of Mussolini's flying 
son-in-law must be toned down in the head- 
lines and comments, and that the whole of the 
front page must be given to Il Duce’s remarks 
(duly edited by the censor) on the occasion of 
Fascismo’s thirteenth — oe

None of the sup- 
posedly intelligent citizens of Italy, Russia and 
Germany, can possibly know that the outer 
world views their leaders with feelings far 
from adulatory.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1846 the funeral 
took place at Halifax of Hon. Nor- 
man Fitzgerald Uniacke, son of 
the great Richard John, the 
founder of the family. The de- 
ceased had played a prominent 
part in the early days of the Brit- 
ish regime at Quebec. Born in 
1778 he was in August, 1608, ap- 
pointed attorney general of the 
Province of Quebec. Sir James 
Craig, then governor- -in-chief, 
took a dislike to the young Nova 
Scotian and ‘two years after his 
appointment, persuaded the judg- 
es to assert that the attorney gen- 
eral was Geficient in both civil 
and criminal law and that he 
“had a very feeble notion of ‘the 
French language.” But neither the 
governor's hostility nor the cabal 
of the judges worried Uniacke. 
He held his office, saw Craig re- 
called and replaced by Sir George 
Prevost, Sir John Sherbrooke, the 
Duke of Richmond and the Earl 
of Dalhousie, who, fresh from his 
stay at Halifax and enthused 
about Nova Scotia, saw to it that

a judge 6f King’s Bench at 
Saontreal, being at the same time, 
as was then the custom with some 
judges, M.L.A. for William Henry 
Sorel. After nine years at Mon- 
treal, Judge Uniacke resigned 
and returned to Halifax where he 
rested for three years. Despite 
the assertion that Uniacke was 
“not French enough,” he is re- 
spected by them because he stood 
up for the legal existence of the 
Bishop of Quebec, which his pre- 
decessor, Jonathan Sewell, had 
denied. Indeed the name of Uni- 
acke is as much honored by the 
Quebec historians as that of Sir 
James Craig is despised and de- 
tested, which brings me to a ques- 
tion which has always puzzled 
me: Why has the second business 
street of Montreal continued to 
be called Craig, when so many 
other names, none of them so 
much hated by the French Cana- 
dians as that of Craig, have beep 
replaced?
